WASHING PON, Dec. 22.—At least 25 regl- 
ments will #e commanded by new colonels 
as a reSult of the reorganization of the 
army proposed by the pending legislation 
in Congress. This will mean the promotion 
of 25 lieutenants-colonels in three arms of 
the service. The bill passed by the House, 
and that reported by the Senate military 
committee, provide for an increase of five 
regiments of cavalry and five regiments of 
infantry, and the artillery arm, under the 
Senate bill, is also increased five regiments.

Text of the J oint Note Issued 
by the Powers. 


PUNISHMENT FOR ALL BOXERS 


EQUITABLE INDEMNITIES TO 


THOSE WHO SUFFERED LOSS. 


Destruction of Forts Between Pekin 
and the Sea—Public Apology to 
Germany for Killing of 
Minister. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—The state de- 
partment today made public the text of the 
joint note of the powers to China. The of- 
ficial statement folllows: 

‘“‘Department of State, Washington, D. C. 
—The following English version is under- 
stood to be in substantial equivalence with 
the French text of the note to be addressed 
to the government of China, as agreed upon 
by the representatives of the co-operating 
powers at Pekin, Dec. 4, 1900, and subse- 
quent!y amended before signature: 

“During the months of May, June, July 
and August of the current year, serious 
disturbances broke out in the norfhern prov- 
inces of China, in gvhich atrogious crimes 
unparalleled in history and outrages against 
the law of nations, against the law of hu- 
manity, and against civilization, were com- 
mitted, partly under odious circumstances, 
The principal of these crimes were the 1fol- 
lowing: 

1.On the 20th of June his excellency, 
Baroy von Ketteler, while on his way tv 
the Tsung Li Yamen, in the performance 
of his official functions, was murdered by 
soldiers of the regular army, acting under 
orders of their office. 

2. On the same day the foreign legations 
were attacked and besieged. The attacks 
continued without intermission until the 
14th of August, on which date the arrival 
of the foreign forces put an end to them. 
These attacks were made by the regular 
troops, who joined the boxers, and who 
obeyed the orders of the court emanating 
from the imperial palace. At the same time 
the Chinese government officially declared, 
by its representatives abroad, that it guar- 
anteed the security of the legations. 

3. On the llth of June, Mr. Sujyama, chan- 
cellor of the legation in Japan, while in dis- 
charge of an official mission, was killed by 
regulars at the gates of the city. In Pekin 
and in several provinces foreigners were 
murdered, tortured or attacked by the Box- 
ers and the regular troops, and such as es- 
‘aped death owed their salvatfon solely to 

Their es- 
ablishments were looted and destroyed. 

“4. Foreign cemeteries, at Pekin especial- 
ly, were desecrated, the graves opened and 
the remains scattered abroad. 

These occurrences necessarily led the for- 
eign powers to dispatch their troops to 
China to the end of protecting the lives ot 
their representatives and nationals and res~- 
toring order. During their march to Pekin 
the allied forces met with resistance from 
the Chinese army and had to overcome 1t 
by. force. 

“Inasmuch as China has recognized her 
responsibility, expressed regret, and evinced 
a desire to see an end put to the situation 
created by the aforesaid disturbances, the 
powers have determined to accede to her 
request upon the irrevocable conditions 
enumerated below, which they deem too In- 
dispensable to expiate the crimes committed 
and to prevent their recurrence.

A—The dispatch to Berlin of an extraor- 
dinary mission, headed by an _ imperial 
prince, in order to express the regrets of 
His Majesty, the Emperor of China, and 
of the Chinese government for the assas- 
sination of his excellency, the late Baron 
Von Ketteler, minister of Germany. 

B—The erection on the spot of the assas- 
sination of a commemorative monument, 
befitting the rank of the deceased, bearing 
an inscription in the Latin, German and 
Chinese languages, expressing the regrets 
of the Emperor of China for the murder.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 22.—Among the ar- 
rivals at the St. Charles Hotel was Kiyozo 
Oda, a commander in the Japanese navy, 
and a man of wide learning and superior at- 
tainments. Commander Oda is on his way 
to Japan from England, where he has been 
for the past 18, months studying English 
naval matters, such as construction of bat- 
tleships, methods of training sailors, etc. 
He visited the arsenal at Washington and 
the Naval demy at Annapolis on his 
way from New ‘York to New Orleans, 

“T have been on a to Engiand 
for the Japanese government,” he said to 
a reporter, ‘‘and have been devoting my 
time to the study of any and everything 
pertaining to naval matters. 7 he Japanese 
government has both army and navy of- 
ficers in all the vrincipal iuropean coun- 
tries as well us in the United States. They 
are acquiring what information they can 
which mav be useful to Japan. tor in- 
stance, I took great interest in studying; 
the construction, as well as I could, of the 
Holland submarine boat, which I saw at 
Annapolis. It is a wonderful boat, and 
will be useful in time of war. I can see 
how dangerous one of the Holland boats 
would be in attacking a battleship. I shall 
report to the Japanese government con- 
cerning it.’

SLAYER TAKES HIS OWN LIFE 


SAMUEL M’DONALD, EX-CLERK, 
COMMITTED THE DEED.

Before Killing Himself He Had a 
Desperate Struggle With the 
Watchman, Who Is Bad- 
ly Beaten.

Frank H. Morris of Cleveland, auditor of 
the war department, was shot down and 
killed in his office in the Winder building 
this afternoon by Samuel McDonald ct 
Steubenville, O., former disbursing clerk 
for that office. 

The murderer turned the weapon on him- 
self, firing a bullet through his left side, 
just below the heart. Fighting his way 
through carridors, crowded with excited 
clerks, some of whom endeavored to seize 
him, and, waiving his pistol as if ready to 
shoot, McDonald esc aped to the outside of 
the building. 

There he seated himself on a bag of ce- 
ment and sought to do with a knife what 
the revolver failed to do. He made a vl- 
cious lunge at his throat, barely missing 
the carotid artery. With a pistol and knife 
he kept back the crowd until the police ar- 
rived, when he was disarmed and sent to a 
hospit: il for Areatment. 

McDonald gave Auditor Morris no chance. 
He boldly walked into his office and began 
to shoot. Four times he wildly fired at 
Mr. Morris, but one shot, which passed 
through the heart, killed him instantly. 

When McDonald called at Mr. Morris’ of- 
fice about 2:25 p. m. He anounced that he 
would like to talk with the auditor pri- 
vately, and a colored messenger and a clerk 
were dismissed from the room.

Two Hoosier Brides Pursuing Him 
With Vengeance and Jealous Rage 
in Their Hearts.

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O14 Monsieur Legarde’s pet story was 4 
rigamorole about a gold medal the great 
Napoleon had given him after Austerlitz.

Christian K. Ross, @ prosperous merchant 
of Philadelphia, lived in a handsome old- 
fashioned mansion in Germantown, once a 
rural suburb, but now a part of the big 
city.

Mrs. Ross, with her 
two daughters, being at Atlantic City, two 
sons being with grandparents on a distant 
farm for their school] vacation, Charlie, 4 
vears old, and Walter, aged 6, and the two 
younger sisters, infants, being. at home 
with servanis, the father returning there 
only in the evening after his day in the 
CItV. 

Charley and Walter played about their 
own spacious grounds and in the fields 
across the road, and it was one day while 
making one of the further excursions they 
were stopped by a couple of men driving 
in a buggy. who chatted with the boys in 
a friendly manner, gave them some candy 
and drove on. This happened three or four 
times before the youngsters mentioned it 
to their father when he came home on the 


'evening before July 1.

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PNEUMATIC POSTAL DELIVERY. 


The praject for building a pneumatic tube for parcels de- 
livery between New York and Hartford has brought out some 
expert criticism of this mode of transfer not altogether favor- 
able. 

The objection is that for long distances the speed cannot, 
fn the present state of the service, be greater than 3 miles an 
hour, or less tha~ the mail train speed. 

However this may be, the utility of such a service for postal 
deliveries in large cities can hardly be questioned, and its in- 
stallation cannot long be postponed. 

An attempt was made to procure a pneumatic tube service 
for St. Louis and other large centers of population, but the 
appropriation was defeated because of the alleged discovery of 
jobbery in the scheme. 

This is only a temporary check. The scheme has been found 
practicable in some cities. It is certain to be adopted in all.

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MILLIONS IN EDUCATION. 


The recent donation of $1,500,000 to the Chicago University 


education does not differ in one essential respect from other 
kinds of business. 

That is to say modern education is a costly process. 

In the old days, not so very long ago, a college might prosper 
abundantly with a very meager “plant.” It might become a 
great and beneficia] force. And in fact the colleges of those 
days, slender as was their equipment compared to those of 
the present time, provided the leaven which leavened the lump 
of American life. 

But colleges and universities are yielding to the inevitable. 
Large capital is necessary to enable an institution of learning 
to take up a commanding position in the social order. Edu- 
cation can no more prosper on the capital sufficient for the 
needs of a generation ago than can the railroad business. 
Big figures are the rule. Not thousands, but millions are re- 
quired. 

It is a radical] change. It involves loss as well as gain, But, 
since progress never goes backward, we may safely assert that 
in the end the gain will swallow up the loss. 

What with an enormous indemnity to pay, expiatory monu- 
ments erected and proclamations kept continually posted en- 
numerating the punishments of their officials, the Chinese 
will be very slow in learning to love their invaders. The 
chances are that they will secretly make preparations for a 
future great uprising against foreigners. 
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CIVIL AND MILITARY EXPENSES. 


The graphic statement of the public expense in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch brings the subject home even. to those who 
“have no head for figures.’’ 

The civil service and the Postoffice cost $208,127,769.45 a vear, 
while the army and navy cost $190,727,845.50. In other words 
the military establishment costs practically the same as the 
civil departments. But to the cost of maintaining the army 
and navy should be added the pension list, amounting to 
$140,877,316.02. 

Plain facts like these make the meaning of militarism 
clear. And when it is remembered that we are only just en- 
tering the path of glory the question must arise, what is to be 
the end-.of it? 
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It can be easily understood why the Empress of Austria and 
yermany should fear the effect of receiving the President of 
a republic at war with an empire, but it is diffieult to under- 
stand why the greatest republic on earth should not encourage 
the struggling republicans of ‘South Africa.

SECRETARY ROOT APPEALS FOR 
IMMEDIATE INCREASE. 


—— 


FAVORS THE BILL AS A WHOLE 


Unless Army Is Increased, He Says, 
Much Territory Garrisoned in the 
Philippines Must Be Aban- 

doned. 


WASHINGTON, Det. 22.—At the last 
meeting of the Senate committee on mill- 
tary affairs, the proceedings of which were 
made publie to-day, Secretary Root made 
a strong presentation of the necessity for 
immediate legislation for the rellef of the 
army. 

Iie stated broadly that !f Congress did not 
at once inerease the army in substantial 
accordance with the recommendations of 
the war department, the United States 
would be obliged to abandon a large por- 
tion of the Philippine Islands, where civil 
government is established, If the present 
garrisons are withdrawn from certain por- 
tions of the islands the municipal officers, 
mostly Filipinos, will be left defenseless, 
with every prospect of being deprived of 
their lives and property, and at the same 
time the United States will be disgraced, 
the secretary said, for having proved faith- 
less to its selemn cbligations. 

The secretary argued that it was nec- 
essary to pass the department bill as a 
whole, in order to properly adjust the mil- 
itary organization to the new conditions 
created by the irferease of numbers, 

“We do nat any of us,” he said, “expect 


(by the committee) are sufficient.”’ 

With reference to the matter of staff de- 
tails ‘the secretary said that he was cone 
vinced that the control of the nermanent 
staff departments in the city of Washington 
is an evil that ought to be remedied, and 
that it is highly important for the army 
that there should be interchangeable service 
between the department and the staff.

“With regard to the part which the United 
States took in Paris, I will only say that 
we are all well satisfied with the result. It 
was freely admitted that the display of 
the United States was the most prominent 
of the foreign nations. Outside of France 
we cecupied greater area, had more exhibi- 
tors and our government had expended less 
than other great nations, notwithstanding 
our distance across the sea and our great- 
er territory in which we collected exhibits, 
involving larger outlay accordingly. The 
total expenditures of Germany, Russia and 
the United States vary but little. 

‘The real test of the relative position 
taken by the exhibitors of the United 
States in the exposition lies in the fact 
that they have received a much larger 
number of aWards than those of Germany, 
Russia, Great Britain, Austria or any other 
nation foreign to France. We feel that the 
commercial interests of our nation have 
been enhanced, our export trade increased 
and our international relations strength- 
ened by the part which we have been able 
to take in the great event in Paris this 
year.”’ 

Mr. Peck safd that there was still con-

MANY OTHERS DRAGGED INTO IT 


LAWYERS AND WITNESSES TO BE. 


VIGOROUSLY PROSECUTED. 


Arrested Mortgage Banker Sanders 
Has a Private Chapel at His Villa 
While Swindling the 
Public. 


BERLIN, Dec. 22.—Public attention was 
occupled wholly this week with crimes in 
high places, The sentence imposed 
Sternberg, the millionaire banker, of two 
and @ half years’ imprisonment and five 
years’ deprivation of civil righis, for crimes 
against morality, satisfies the public con- 
science and is well merited retribution. 

Sternberg rapidly acquired a fortune, esti- 
mated at 18 millions, by shady methods, 
and. maintained social relations with high 
Officials and military men for years, while 
disguising his-most loathsome crimes in the 
lowest Berlin life. He was related by mar- 
riage to high officers and was a free giver 
for charitabie purpoces. It was said in his 
defense before the court that he had madea 
will leaving to the Prusssian government 
the bulk of his fortune, to establish an in- 
stitution for insuring laborers against loss 
of work. 

The Sternberg -case is working widespread 
ruin among others. The death of Von Meer- 
scheidt Huellilessem, the suspended chief of 
the criminal oupersme nt, amnounced at the 
same hour as fte nberg s sentence, had a 
pecularly tragical effect... The publie in- 
stantliy assumed that he h id cammitted sul- 
‘ide. but the physician certified that he died 
sf apoplexy.

The case of nd will continue long 
to occupy the public mind. It is expected 
Sternber will appeal again to a higher 
court. alherstors numerous prosecu: 
tions of persons connected with the BStern- 
berg case are pending. A number of wit- 
nesses wil! be tried for perjury and three 
lawyers are under investigation for unpro- 
fessional conduct or collusion to cireum- 
vent justice The public demand for re- 
form of the criminal police, which did not 
vield fruit- in 1t897 in connection with the 
‘on Tausch case, hus now grown impera- 
tive, It is authentically reported that the 
authorities are preparing a measure for 
reform. 

The other great case this week, the arrest 
of mortgage bankers, attracts an immense 
amount of attention. The press is pointing 
out the resemblance to the Sternberg affair, 
since wealthy bankers, moving in the high- 
@st society, have carried on fraudulent prac- 
tices for years.

A., was recalled, and told of his testing the 
effects of partaking of four drops of **Trop- 
ical pepper sauce,” such as is used in the 
cadets’ mess hall. He said he tried it last 
night by dropping four.drops of the sauce 
on the palm of his hand and taking it up 
with his tongue. He swallowed the sauce, 
although it tasted like the taste of a 
cayenne pepper pod.

T. LOUIS ts the center of the finest 
S fishing and hunting grounds in Amer!- 
ca. There are nearly 50 organized 
clubs, owning comfortable clubhouses ac~ 
cessible from St. Louis, made up of devo- 
teesc of the rod and gun who reside-in this 
city. These clubs, as to their location, fol- 
low the lines of least resistance—the great 
railroad lines leading out in four directions. 
Three states—Missourl, Arkansas and Il- 
linots—furnish the happy hunting grounds 
and the alluring angling waters. 

It is estimated that there are nearly 
6000 men in St. Louis who hold member- 
ship in one or another of these clubs, and 
perhaps another 6000 who make an annual 
visit of a day or a week or a fortnight as 
invited guests at the clubhouses. The 
number of men who imagine that they can 
not get away from business, but are firmly 
resolved to join a Nimrod club next year 
and enjoy an outing, cannot be estimated. 

These urban-rural clubmen are fine, hear- 
ty fellows, the Teddy Roosevelts of the 
town, the believers in the strenuous life, 
the advocates of the theory that the sur- 
vival of the fittest embraces the destruc- 
tion, in limited quantities, of beast and 
fowl and fish. In other words, they are 
born sportsmen, and they count themselves 
fortunate in being so located that they can 
reach their El) Dorado of sport by a few 
hours’ ride on the train. 


Some of these sportsmen are millionaires. 
Some economize on cigars in order to be 
able to take an occasional outing. The lat- 
ter enjoy the sport just as much as ithe 
iformer. The thrilling pull of a big volack 
| bass is just as delightful to a poor man as 
‘to a six-figure signature expert. The rod 
and gun make al! men brothers. 

These sportsmen's clubs may be roughly 
classified {n four divisions, according to 
their location. In northeast Missouri, up 
the Burlington line, in St. Charles and Lin- 
coln Counties, 1s a group of clubhouses 
widely known. Out on ths Gasconade and 
Big Piney rivers, along tha Frisco rallroad, 
west of the city, is another group. Down 
the [ron Mountain Route, in Wayne, Butler 
and Dunklin Counties, Missouri, and in 
Greene County, Arkansas, here is a string 
of club’ settlements. North and slightly 
east of St. Louis, in TIllino1s, along the Mis- 
sissippi and Illinois rivers, in Calhoun, Fike 
and Scott Counties, is found the fourth di- 
vision. 


Perhaps the most °x:'usive of these clubs 
is the Cuivre, 47 miles northeast of St. 
Louis, in St. Charles County. Their club- 
house is three and a half miles east Gi 
O'Fallon on the Wabash and near Muapie 
Lake station on the Burlington.

The one with the largest membership is 
the Buffalo Island Hunting and Fish-ng 
Club, at Bertig, Ark., with nearly 300 mem-

the Cotton Belt route. It is 240 miles to 
Paragould, where the passenger changes to 
a bobtail line that takes him to Bertig, 10 
miles or so east. This club has a comforta- 
ble home on the banks of the St. Francis, 
that stream so famous for the big black 
bass. There ts also a ladies’ and children’s 
annex building. 

The officers of the Buffalo Island Club 
are C. S. Wheeler, president; A. R. Berg- 
feld, vice-president, and John H. Holmes, 
secretary Vergilio, an experienced 
caterer, is manager and resides at the club- 
house most of the year. The club furnishes 
expert guides to take sportsmen to the best 
fishing and hunting grounds. 

A few miles north of the Buffalo Island 
Club is the home of the Lone Gum Island 
Outing Club. This is in Dunklin County, 
Missouri, on the east bank of the St. 
Francis, 16 miles north of Bertig. The club- 
men go by boat or wagon from Bertig. The 
organization owns the land upon which the 
clubhouse is located. G. U. Hugunin is pres- 
ident of the club. Other members are Dr. D. 
S. H. Smith, Anderson Gratz, Jefferson Dan- 
iels, Ben Gratz, B. B. Graham, Thomas 
Crouch, Walter Taylor. The club owns a 
handsome launch which plies up and down 
the St. Francis. 

A new club of St. Louis sportsmen Is the 
Loda Hunting and Fishing Club, organized 
early in 1900. It has a clubhouse at Knobel, 
Ark., the junction point of the main line of 
the Iron Mountain and its Helena branch, 
in easy access to Black river, the St. Fran- 
cois, L'Anguille and Cache rivers, and Mill, 
Maiden and Allen lakes. Dr. G. A. Jordan,

In southeast Missouri, a hundred miles or 
so nearer than the Arkansas resorts, are a 
number of sportsmen’s clubhouses. At 
Wappella, Wayne County, 162 miles from St, 
Louis, is the St. Francis River Hunting 
and Fishing Club.

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The Biggest 
Bible Class 
in the World 


Union Bible Class Has Grown to Such Immense Proportions That the 


Coliseum Is the Only Place That Will Hold It—Mr. Newell’s 
Methods Are Unique.—A Character Study and an 
Account of One of His Continuous Lessons.

The Union Bible Class. 

Union Bible Class. That means that all 
the pastors are co-operating, and all the 
Sunday school teachers are taking part, 
and all the laymen who desire are being 
enlightened in Bible knowledge and ap- 
preciation by these lessons. 

The foregoing questions and answers 
serve to show, better than a column of ex- 
planatory remarks, the manner and method 
of William R. Newell in teaching his great 
Bible class now meeting at the Washington- 
Compton Avenue Presbyterian Church each 
Tuesday afternoon and evening. They indi- 
cate also the tuture develojyrent of the 
Union Bible Class, for it is no secret, though 
not yet formally announced, that beginning 
with the new century the class will remove 
from the church to the Coliseum, and there 
is every indication that the attendance will 
be so large in that vast auditorium that no- 
where else In the world will there be a Bi- 
ble class with so many members. 


The class seeks new quarters because it is 
necessary to have more room for growth. 
When, back itn October, a group of local 
clergymen decided to invite Mr. Newell to 
teach an undenominational Bible class in 
St. Louis, the original intention was to 
meet in an ante-room of Rev. Dr. Sneed's 
church. It was not believed that the at- 
tendance would be so large, in the begin- 
ning, at any rate, to require larger 
accommodations. But the very § frst 
meeting of the class proved that 
the ministers had builded better than 
they knew, for about 800 persons aitended 
and the gathering was held in the main 
auditorium of the church. It is a large 
church auditorium, too, but at every subse- 
quent meeting it has been filled, and upon 
most of the occasions many hundreds of 
persons have been turned away for lack of 
room, 

The attendance has been remarkable, not 
omly in numbers, but in the character of 
those who go. Some of the wealthiest men 
in the city are members. Many well-known 
business men make it a point to spend 
Tuesday afternoon or evening at the class 
meeting. In some of the downtown offices 
of great corporations there are young men 
and young women who take their Bibles to 
work with them Tuesday morning, and go 
directly to the church in the evening to get 
the benefit of the lesson. 

This Bible class is nearly continuous for 
five hours, as it begins at 3:45 o’clock in the 
afternoon and runs till 9 o'clock at night. 
There is an hour for refreshments. The 
Tuesday afternoon session opens with an 
exposition of New Testament Scriptures. 
Thfs is followed by a special lesson for Sun- 
day schaol teachers and personal workers, 
with an exposition of the next Sunday 
school lesson, in all of which divisions of 
the work Mr. Newell is the directing spirit. 

Supper is servéd in the cosy basement of 
the church. For a small sum the class mem- 
bers may eat a warm or cold luncheon or a 
palatable meal. Many of those who can 
spare the time go early in the afternoon, 
stay for supper and attend the evening 
class, thus enjoying all the five hours’ flow 
of biblical exposition from the lips of the 
man who, it is said, is better fitted for Bible 
teaching than any other religious worker, 

What of Mr. Newell? lle was with Moody. 
That means much. It means that he caught 
a great deal of the gealous spirit of that 
great evangelist and Bible student. Perhaps 
no man ever had the S ripture s at bis 
tongue’s end more completely and undenia- 
bly than the late Dwight L. Moody. From 


renesis to Malachi, from Matthew to Reve- 
lation, he knew the book and taught it to 
others. Mr. Newell, who is assistant super- 
intendent of the Moody Institute in Chi- 
cago, where Bible teachers are fitted for 
their work, knows the Bible as Moody knew 
it. He has texts and passages and chap- 
ters and books at his command, in any con- 
tingency, always ready with the right cita- 
tion at the right moment, never lacking in 
apt illustration and quotation from the 
Scriptures. 

Mr. Newell is not persona!ly an imposing 
man, but he Is a striking one. Heé is slight- 
ly below the medium size, rather tal! for his 
build, somewhat sharp-featured, smooth- 
shaven, hairs just tinged with gray, large 
mouth, prominent nose. His voice is mellow, 
and after getting started he@ealks rapidly. 
He dresses in black, wearing a Prince Al- 
bert coat, unbottoned, and a black bow tie, 
with standing collar that has triangular 
‘ears.’’ His appearance is clearly clerical. 
He looks the preacher and he acts the 
preacher, though of the evangelist kind, 
rather than the pastoral. 

The teacher’s gestures are few, but effec- 
tive. Sometimes he stands with right hand 
outstretched. Always he holds his Bible in 
one hand, usually pressed to his right breast 
with his left hand, but sometimes behind his 
back. It gives one the fancy that Mr. New- 
ell absorbs the influence of a sort of spir- 
itual hypnotism bg close personal contact 
with his Bible; and when his keen eyes flash 
and his words roll forth in a@ torrent; ap- 
parently without effort, one is impressed 
further with the fancy—or the convicijon— 
that this man teaches by the authority of 
some occult infiuence. 

Tuesday evening Mr. Newell had a class 
of about 1400 persons. He occupied a little 
more than an hour in his Old Testament les- 
son, exclusive of several minutes taken up 
by announcements and introductory re- 
marks. At his back is a huge blackboard, 
and from time to time the teacher writes a 
word or two thereon, in explanation of, his 
teaching or as a catch-pin for the memory. 

Mr. Newell, theugh only about 85 years of 
age, looks past 40. He has had long experi- 
ence as a teacher of Bible teachers. That 
was what he was fitted for at the Moody In- 
stitute, studying under the great teacher 
who founded the institute, He chose for his 
life-work the instruction of Bible teachers in 
the work of explaining the Scriptures and 
applying them. He appears to have a spe- 
cial aptitude for this labor, as his success 
therein attests. 

Mr. Newell is kept busy every night in the 
week but one. Monday eveni§'s he teaches 
a Union Bible Class in the First Presby- 
terian Church, Detroit, Mich.; Tuesday 
evenings, St. Juis; Thursday evenings, 
First Baptist Church, Chicago; Friday even- 
ings, Union Park Congregational Church, 
Chicago; Saturday evenings, Chicago Ave- 
nue Church, Chicago. His three Chicago 
classés are on the south, west and north 
sides of that city respectively. 

The following stenographic report of Mr. 
Newell's preamble and lesson Tuesday even- 
ing on the first 16 chapters of the book of 
Numbers, the first to be published in any 
St. Louls n@wspaper, furnishes the reader 
some idea a8 to the methods of the teacher. 
He began, while ushers distributed cards to 
the audience: 


With W. RR. Newell and His Bible 
Class. 


“If any of you would like to have a prayer 
meeting in your home every week at a 
certain time, choose your own day and the 
hour most convenient to you. Those of you 
who would like to have prayer meetings in 
your homes, turn the card over and write 
your name and address, day of the week 
and hour of the day you would like to have 
the meeting. Give the s#@eet number, day 
and hour and I will bring before the meets 
ing next week the name and addresses 
where meetings will be held and arrange 
with the people after the meeting. 

“I am very careful on this one thing; I 
would rather have it than a large bank ac- 
count; 1 would rather see this audience 
really get the spirit of God than anything I 
could think of. I also want you to take care 
of these meetings and ask others to come. 
it will be your meeting that you have in 
your home.” 

After asking the young men to pass the 
basket for the cards which had been dis- 
tributed to every person in the house, he 
said: 3 

“I want you to notice that this is the 
first collection we have taken yp.

Mr. Newell began his Bibte lesson proper 
by asking questions, which were answered 
by the congregation: 

“What dfd God, in the book of Genesis, 
choose of the whole. human race, or the 
races, as those who truly felt God?” 

Answer by congregation: *‘The people.’’

IR REDVERS BULLER'’S recent re- 
mark that the Boer is a _ better 
marksman than the Briton because 

he has “‘the eyesight of the savage,”’ en- 
abling him to see two miles farther than his 
enemy, has evoked a vigorous discussion in 
England. 

Can the savage really see any better, 
hear any better or smell any better than 
the civilized man? It is popular to hold 
that civilization has blunted the senses of 
men and robbed them of physical endur- 
ence, 

Exception is taken 
sicht of the savage,”’ 
the ground that there's 
the savage should have better eyesight 
than the civilized man, and that, in fact, 
when the civilized man trains his eyesight 
as the savage trains his, there is nothing to 
choose between them. 

There is no difference of structure in 
the eyeball, the Spectator points out, and 
the difference in the health ts rather in 
favor of the civilized man. The latter, no 
doubt, very often loses something of the 
keenness of his sight from much reading 
and the use of artificial light, but Tommy 
Atkins {s no philosopher, reads little more 
than the savage, and burns no midnight 
oil. 

The truth is that thé Boer, like the sav- 
age, habitually trains his eye, as the sailor 
does, to look into the far distance, and 
acquires from that training, and the habit

RAIN ROBBER CHANNING B. 
BARNES, better known in 8t. Louis 
as John Nelson, was an example, 

though not an exemplar, of the scholar in 
outlawry. He was perhaps the most pol- 
ished gentleman that ever blew a safe or 
sift a throat. But he was a failure. 

With a diploma from the Fexas State 
University, where education is broad and 
liberal like the Texan prairies, he embarked 
upon a career of criminality which began 
with the looting of a bank in California and 
ended with the exit of the criminal by the 
knife route after he had been shot and dis- 
abled as a train robber in Loutsiana. 

Barnes was found dead near the railroad 
track at Poydras Junction, just outside New 
Orleans, a few days ago, having taken his 
own life to avoid capture. He had robbed 
the Illinols Central train and received two 
bullets in a subsequent fight with officers. 

When Barnes, alias Nelson, lived in St. 
Louts, for about eight months prior to last 


July, he was known as a wealihy livestock 
owner from the West. It is true that he was

ALTER OSBORNE, itinerant pho- 
tographer, Buddhist, chemist, who 
passed through this town a few 

days ago, advertises himself as an expert 
counselor to would-be suicides. He seeks to 
induce his clients to reconsider their deter- 
mination, and, failing in that, he sells them, 
for $10, a suicide recipe which furnishes 
them with the knowledge of a never-failing 
annihilator fin the form of a certain gas sen- 
erated at a cost of 20 cents, to inhale which 
brings immediate and painless oblivion and 
a coroner’s verdict of heart failure. 

Osborne does not believe in suicide at all, 
if it can be helped; but if it can’t be helped 
he advises painiess and scientific suicide 
and he considers himself a public benefac- 
tor in so far as he prevails upon self-annil- 
hilating persons to take themselves off in a 
decent and orderly manner, saving their 
friends the shock which comes with the 
knowledge that one has voluntarily invited 
the final shuffle. 

He squared his chair to the table, took out 
pencil and paper, and wrote, reading afi he 
wrote, the recipe for suicide—the pretty lit- 
tle Spanish bellboy popping his head in and 
out of the door the while. 

“Take,’’ he wrote and read, 
potassium and place in a bottle; 

naming another virulent poison—"l do not 
yive the names of both chemicals, because

where he served four years for his part in 
the daylight robbery of the State Bank at

Barnes went to California fresh from col- 
lege and came to St. Louis fresh from the 
penitentiary. He had learned much in both 
institutions. His term in each was the same 
—four years. 

In his senior year at San Quentin peni- 
tentiary Barnes planned his future. He 
would soon be a graduate of the institution 
and the great wide world was his oyster, 
which he would open with his jimmy. 

So he came to St. Louis, which he decided 
upon as a base of operations, possibly be- 
cause it is a great railroad center. Barnes 
was going into the railroad business, and 
having read blographies of Jesse James and 
Cole Younger he yearned to follow in their 
footsteps in their own state, 

When Barnes came to St. Louis he was a 
well-dressed, quiet-mannered, unassuming 
young man. He boarded at a respectable 
house in the West End, where he met re- 
spectacle people. One of his new acquaint- 
ances was Miss Catherine Dowd, to whom 
he was married Dec. 7, 1899, under the name 
of John Nelson. 

The ‘‘Nelsons”’ went to board at 3658 Fin- 
ney avenue, where the husband was sup- 
posed to be wealthy. He appeared to have 
plenty of leisure, a part of which he em- 
ployed in practicing feats of marksmanship 
in the back yard, for the amusement of the 
other boarders. One of these feats was ta 
toss up two tin stoppers from beer bottles 
and shoot a hole through each before they 
fell to the ground. 

It was this sort of pistol skill which en- 
abled Barnes to hold off 10 detectives who 
went to his boarding house early y last July

AKE six pounds of veal knuckle and

Chop the heads of half a dozen bunches 
of celery into small pleces and boil in two 
quarts of the soup stock, with half a pound 
of lean ham and two ounces of butter. 
Simmer gently for an hour, then strain 
through a sieve, return to the pan and 
stir in a few spoonfuls of cream carefully 
and thicken with a little flour. Season to 
taste. Serve with croutons of toasted 


bread. 
R turkey, singe and draw it nicely. Cut 
off the head and tie the neck to the 
body by drawing the skin over it.

Then sew up the turkey with a strong 
thread, tie the legs and wings to the body 
and rub it with soft butter. Sprinkle over 
with salt and pepper and dredge with 
flour, place in a dripping pan, pour in a 
cupful of boiling water and set in the oven. 
Baste the turkey every few minutes, turn- 
Ing it around occasionally, so that every 
part will be uniformly baked. A 15-pound 
turkey requires between three and four 
hours to bake.

(NE a deep ple plate with puff paste

Her Stage Career Ruined, Her 
Courage Spent, Her Portune 
Lost, Her Eyes Blinded, Her 


Mind Clouded, She Is but a 
Shadow of Her Former Self. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20. 
Special Correspondence of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 


{S88 GHORGIA CAYVAN, once one OT 
the best-known and loved, the 
most admired actresses in New 

York is dying of love. 


Not one of the ordinary loves which most 
people will think of—love of man or home or 
money—but of something far above these— 
love of her good name! 

Beggared of that by a cruel slander, her 
heart broke, and now, out of sight and 
sound of the world that praised her, loved 
her, belfeved in her, she is drifting out of 
life, blind, mentally unsound, pursued to the 
last by the lies which wrecked her life and 
destroyed her mind. 

For in the eanitarium whither she has 
lately been taken that she may have per- 
fect quiet and care she is tormented by 
visions of those who slandered her. She 
sees them on every hand, calling at her. 
mocking her, reviling her, repeating again 
and again the eruel words that made the 
world turn and stare at her. 


Georgia Cayvan was born in Maine itn 1858 
end when no more than six years o!d showed 
dramatic talent. She was fond of reading 
out loud, and so much feeling and action 
did she throw into the work that even as a 
child people enjoyed listening to her. 


She was graduated from the Boston School 
of Oratory when a mere girl and her first 
appearance on the stage was as Hebe in the 
first “Pinafore’’ company organized in the 
United States. 4 


From the beginning her individuality was 
noticeable, and her personality, a far more 
subtle quality, with its magnetism, 
strength, coolheadedness and warm-heart- 
edness, made her a favorite with the publie 
and those in her own profession. 

Whatever the audience sees upon the 
Stage, it is assured that the most bitter ri- 
valries and jealousies are In existence be- 
hind the scenes. 

But never in the 20 years of her stage ca- 
reer wag there an actress or actor, a stage 
manager or ‘“‘supe,’’ who said or gid any- 
thing that could have assailed Miss Cay- 
van's character or wounded her self-re- 
spect. 


It was reserved for a gently reared socie- 
ty woman, misled doubtless by false wit- 
ness, to do that. 

Irom the time she was 14 years old Geor- 
gia Cayvan supported her sister and moth- 
er, Not only this, she gradually saved 
enough money to buy a house and had laid 
by enough to live on when she should be 
worn out in her work of amusing people. It 
would be hard to explain the temptations, 
the trials and obstacles that etand between 
a young girl and a success which shall be 
free from any cause for which she might 
blush. 

Miss Cayvan was in private life, as on the 
stage, al] that a woman should be. And she 
was not one to whom goodness was a nega- 
tive quality, She liked pretty clothes, and 
even tn men’s dress there was something 
essentially feminine about this strong, 
healthy creature who loved life and who 
out of the abundance of her vitality gave 
pleasure to all who saw her act. 


She was in sympathy with women's ef- 
forts to raise their own condition. Her na- 
ture was one of those warm, generous ones 
that send a glow through others, and it was 
characteristic of her to say, not long ago, 
that perhaps she had not suffered in vain 
on the charges made against her. 

Miss Cayvan’s first appearance in New 
York was in ‘Hagel Kirke," at the Madison 
Square Theater, where she played as Dolly 
Dutton. 

Her next success, in ‘‘May Blossom,"' gave 
her confidence to make the stage her profes- 
sion, and from that time until 1896, when 
she went abroad for her health, she was be- 
fore the public in one successful play after 
another. And she might still be acting for 
us had she not been the victim of slander. 

Miss Cayvan was acting at the Lyceum In 
1892 when she met Oliver Sumner Teall. 

Mr. Teall was introduced to her behind the 
scenes by an actor after the play, and it ts 
natural to believe he admired the actress 
who charmed every one by her manner. 

In the next few years she saw him occa- 
sionally, as she saw hundreds of other men. 
She invited him to her house, he dined with 
her family, he was. treated with the same 
Kenlal unaffectedness that always marked 
Miss Cayyan'’s manner. 

Quite unconscious of any danger, Miss 
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Cayvan gave all her energies to making her 
life a success. She had done so well in her 
early plays that Frohman made her his 
leading lady, and “Sweet Lavender,” 
“Squire Kate,” “Phe Wife,’’. Americans 
Abroad,” “Trilby” and ‘“‘The Amazons” she 
showed the diversity of her talents,her wide 
sympathy with and her deep intuitions into 
the lives of other people. Each of these 
plays was the success of the day, and every- 
where Miss Cayvan's name was known and 
oved. 

As ‘Gquire Kate”’ she is best beloved by 
St. Louis audiences, 

In London, where she played, she was as 
much thought of as in her own home, and 
nothing touched her more than to hear a 
stranger say. ‘‘Why, there’s Georgia Cay- 
van,’ when she was in Paris one day. 

The embodiment of health, natural grace, 
refined tastes, she influenced all who met 
her. It was largely through her that the 
Lyceum became a stock company and in- 
creased its importance. 

In the midst of this deserved happiness 
and good fortune fel! the blow that wrecked 
her life. 

Imagine, {f you can, her horrified wonder 
at being named as a co-respondent In a di- 
vorce case! Utterly helpless, without any 
means of preventing it, with no help from 
the law, this defenseless woman saw her- 
self the object of surprised scorn. 


For a while Miss Cayvan did nothing 
What was there for her to do? Thrust into 
the position which ts the saddest a woman 
can fall to, there was no court, no law*pro- 
vided, in which she might defend herself. 

Meanwhile a colored servant, the dis- 
charged valet of Mr. Teall, was in the wit- 
ness box swearing to acts of Miss Cayvan 
which he said he had seen—swearing to the 
truth of things which would have been ter- 
rible enough if true, which were ten thou- 
sand times more terrible being false from 
beginning to end. 

One woman identified her as the person 
who had come to her house with Oliver Teal! 
because, she said, Miss Cayvan parted her 
hair in the middle and came in a cab—a nice 
legal identification for an innocent woman 
to be scared by. 

And still, as there was no defense, it must 
be true, the public thought, and naturally 
felt a bit scornful of the virtue which had 
all been put on, the good name which had 
been assumed even as the names of parts 
Which she played had been assumed. 

Still the accused made no reply, while the 
valet, Jackson, swore to the outrageous 
things which he had seen and he ard, and 
she was named as one among many upon 
whom Mr. Teal] had been spending the 
money he should have given to his wife. 

At first Miss Cayvan did not even know of 
the charges made against her. When she 
did hear them the wrong was done.

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J, ADDISON PORTER DIED A DISAPPOINTED MAN. 
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His Ambition in Life Was 
to Become Governor of 
Connecticut, an Emin- 
ence He Never Reached 


HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 20.

Post-Dispatch. 

OHN ADDISON PORTER, former sec- 
J retary to the President, and the first 
man to bear that title instead of the 

old “private secretary’’ designation, when 
he died five days ago at his home in Put- 
nam ended a career which, though rich in 
Honors from the standpoint of the aver- 
age man, was a disappointment to himself. 

Mr. Porter's chief ambition in life was 
to become governor of Connecticut, his na- 
tive staie, which he loved with a devotion 
rare in these days of shifting residence. 
Three times he tried to secure the nomi- 
nation of his party for that office, and 
three times he suffered defeat. Who knows 
but that this contributed in some meas- 
ure ta his death at the age of 44, for In 
1898, When for the final time he failed to 
get the coveted nomination, he was a ro- 
bust and active man? 

Mr. Porter was a newspaper man, as 
have been several] of the presidential sec- 
retaries. His father was the first dean of 
the Sheffield Scientific School of Yale Unl- 
versity, and his mother was a daughter of 
the founder of that school. He was born 
in New Haven and brought up, as one 
must perceive, in a bookish atmosphere. 
When he was graduated from Yale, in 
1878, he embarked upon newspaper work, 
first with the New Haven Palladium, then 
with the Hartford Courant, the New York 
Observer, the New York Tribune and final- 
ly with the Hartford Post, of which he 
became editor and chief owner. 

Mr. Porter sank thousands of dollars in 
trying to put the Post in the front rank 
of newspapers. He was a hard worker, 
but his political ambition interfered with 
his progress as a journalist. 
generally understood 
throughout the that Mr. Porter was 
a standing candidate for the governor- 
ship. He was, moreover, a strong candi- 
date, with many Influential friends, and 
more than once the prize seemed to be al- 
most in his grasp, but at the last moment 
the tide turned and he lost.

GARDEN OF EDE

OMEBODY, having the price and be 
S ing so disposed, may take a long 
term lease on che site of the Garden 
of Eden. The British government of the 
Seychelles in the Indian ocean has given 
notice that bids will be received for periods 
of nine, 21 and 30 yéars on the islands of 
the Aldabra group proper, the Cosmoledo 
group, and the Islands of Astove and As- 
sumption. As to just which one of the is- 
lands was the home of Adam and Eve, 
however, the man who takes the lease must 
determine. 

According to travelers almost any of 
these islands might easily fill the fanciful 
conditions that may have existed with the 
first man. There “every prospect pleases,” 
and on many of the islands there are no 
men to be vile. The lessees of these Iis- 
lands will take them for purely commercial 
purposes, but their settings are considered 
to be ideal for dreamer or painter. 

Fixing upon the Seychelles group as hav- 
ing contained the site vf Kden, the ar- 
cheologist has had little more to guide 
him than has one who chose the South Sea 
Islands. The four quarters of the globe 
have been settled upon by one or another 
as the place of this garden described in 
Genesis, but in the Seychelles selection the 
beauties of the islunds have been empha- 
sized as lending cvlor to the beilef. 

There are 80 of these tn the gencral group, 
having an area of about Ite Enelish square 
O! these 8% islands only 18 are In- 
habited. They rise from a bank, submerged 
from 10 to 40 -fathums, and lie almost on 
the equator, in the bluse of the Ind’an ocean. 
Aden, on the tuez canal, Is 1400 miles north- 
west, and Zanzibar is 10) miles west. The 
islands were discovered Ly the Portuguese 
at the beginning of the 16th century, but 
they made no effurts to occupy them. The 
‘rench took possession of ths group in 
1742, calling them after Count Herault de 
Seychelles of the East Indian fleet. The 
British wrested them from the French in 
1744, taking Mauritius also. 

Of these islands, Mahe is the largest, 
and has the seat of government, called 
Victoria. This capital is an admitiraity 
coaling station, about 30 days’ travel from 
London. Praslin, Silhouette, La Digue, 
Curieuse, St. Anne and Frigate are others

of the larger islands. The Aldabra group 
belongs to the general cluster of the BSey- 
chelles, and it is in this group especially 
that Governor-General Sweet-Escott of Vic- 
toria wishes to interest individuals or cor- 
porations who will take the territory off 
British hands at a fair rental to the crown. 
They probably will pass to the highest bid- 
der in London, and as to whether the possi- 
bility of acquiring the site of Eden infiu- 
ences bids is yet to be seen. 


Most of these islands rise steeply from 
the sea. Those of the Aldabra group and 
the Islands of Mauritius and Reunion are 
of volcanic origin. The Seychelles proper 
are of granite formation, and from them 
to the west the sea deepens rapidly until 
soundings have been taken from 98000 to 
12,000 feet. 


Most peculiar of these island groups are 
the Seychelles, with their towering moun- 
tains, crowned with castellated blocks of 
gray granite and even the valleys stud- 
ded with them. The mountains rise from 
2600 to 3000 feet above sea level and are 
sources of many of the rapid streams that 
course through the tslands. The rainfall 
in a year may aggregate 100 inches or more, 
and these wash down the granite fragments 
from the hills, cutting gorges and canyons 
in the rock formations. The rocks, how- 
ever, serve the purpose of retaining the 
rich soil of the islands and most of them 
are jungies of tropical vegetation. 


It {s a land of ease and plenty. Creoles 
from Mauritius and Reunion effected a set- 
tlement of the matin tslands about 150 years 
ago. In 1850 negroes were tmported as lia- 
borers from Mozambiqpe. Europeans, In- 
dians and Chinese have followed until the 
population of the 18 inhabited islands !s 
about 20,000 of all shades, most of them 
speaking the French tongue, In spite of the 
100 years’ occupancy by the British. 

This peculiarity of language dates from 
the French-English treaty, by terms of 
which the British government was not to 
interfere with either the language or the 
religion of the people. So the Catholic 
Church ts tn the ascendency, and French 
is taught exclusively in the Catholic 
schools, 

Until the English commissioners took up 
the government of the Seychelles, piracy 
was one of the evils of that portion of the 
Indian ocean. The British broke this up, 
however, and for many years the islands 
have been the home of the Indolent. To- 
day the island Industries are fishing and 
the growing of tropical frults and vegeta- 
bles. The cocoa palm {s one of the chief 
sources of revenue to the Island. Sugar 
cane, vanilla, cloves, pepper, coffee and 
sweet potatoes are produced in great quan- 
tities. But of these products Dr. A. Brauer 
of Berlin says pointedly: 

“Many other plants could be cultivated 
and large harvests obtained In so rich @ 
soll, if the Creole did not add to his quall- 
ties of aratability and hospitality those of 
drunkenness, untrustworthiness, thought- 
laziness. Cocoanut oll and 
vanilla are the chief exports and will re 


'main so, as they require least labor.”

take kindly to other sorts of nourishment 

Itather than eat they will die. kor 
months after they urrive it is impossible 
for us to get them tu cat. Asa rule we let 
them go a long time before attempting vo 
iced them. 

Of course, it Is better if they will eat of 
their own accord. At times they take to 
the food rapidiy. But I have had snakes 
at the reptile house which have not taken 
food for 13 months. 

While starving themselves in this way 
they get very inin and the natural g.oss 
oi their beautiful coats fades 

The debiiiiated condition of the snake may 
bring on all sorts of aiiments. Some get 
congestion of the lungs, others a species of 
diphtheria; some have skin diseases. 

Whe We think a snake is getung in bad 
Shape through iack of food we have to atuit 
it. }

Then 
we atlach them to a long bamboo cane, 
Which is subsequently used as a rammer to 
push the tood down the snake's throat. 

Then the fun begins. 

Usually the snakes are not alone in their 
cages. There are generally two or three 
pythons or anacondas in each cage. One 
OL the principal probiems consists in get- 
ting one snake out and feeding it without 
arousing the anger of the others. 

Mr. puyder cautiously opens the door at 
the back of the snake's cage and enters. 
In his hands he carries a tew short blan- 
kets. The first thing he does is to throw 
blankeis over the heads of the snakes 
which are not to be fed. 

As soon as a blanket is thrown over the 
head of a snake he remains quiet. Were 
this not done the snakes would rise up and 
enfoid the intruder in their powerful colls, 
crushing him to death. 

These large snakes usually Hie in their 
cages folded up in a rather tight“coil. if 
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Besides being able to kill a man with their 
coils, pythons and anacondas are able to 
give terrible bites. They are not poisonous 
snakes, of course; but they have a way.of 
biting which is almost as bad as poisoning 
in its effects. 

The teeth and jaws of these large snakes 
@re weil developed and they catch hold of 
one in a very remarkable way. When they 
have fastened their teeth in a man’s hand 
or arm they shut their mouths very tightly. 
Their held is like that of a vise. 

Without opening their mouths they sud- 
denly pull back with all the strength of 
their powerful neck muscles. Usually the 
man’s flesh is torn away as one would rend 
an old rag. 

When the blanket has been thrown over 
the head of the snake we intend feeding it 
is quickly seized by the neck just back of 
the head and its body ts pulled about four 
feet out of its coll. This has to be done with 
great rapidity. There is just a second when 
the snake is dazed and offers no resistance. 

Of this moment advantage has to be 
taken. If there should be any delay the 
python or anaconda begins to work his 
great folds of muscle In an effort to envelop 
the man. Should one or two colls get about 
the man’s body his Hfe would not be worth 
two cents. The muscles constrict so rapidly 
and so strongly that the man’s bones would 
begin cracking in no time. 

When the head has been pulled out a little 
way another man seizes a part of the snake 
about four feet further along the body. The 
body of the snake is then dragged outside 
the cage. Immediately four or five men 
throw themselves upen various portions of 
the snake and hold down the coils, straight- 
them out as much as possibic at the 
time. 

At tires it takes 15 men to hold a strong 
ancko. When the snake ts angry even more 
men may be required. 

The enake has to be held out straight and 
no “kinks’ can be aliowed in the body. 
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When the meal had been pushed down 
about one-feurth of the snake's length the 
bumboo cane was withdrawn and the rabbits 
or guinea pigs are left to their fate. 

Now comes one of the most trying parts 
of the whole operation. 

It is very difficult to make the 
keep its food down. Snakes can easily 
eject anything from their stomach They 
begin by opening their mouths and then 
coil their bodies in such a way that the 
food ts forced back up along the throat. 

Our effrts are at this point concentrated 
upon trying to keep the snake from get 
ting rid of its meal. Every kink has to be 
fought against 

The men, with their muscles straining 
at every point, hold down the snake 
they see that the meal has got down so far 
that it can no longer be brought back. At 
times We use a hose and pour water into 
the open mouth of the snake. This 
effect of making it give up its idea of eject- 
ing the meal, 

The snake ts then bat¢k In the cage 
and is suppiled with a tank of warm water 
Into this it crawls in an injured sert of 
fashion; but it soon forgets its troubles and 
lapses into a species of coma while digesting 
its enforced meal.

MONG the negroes of central Ken- 
tucky a strange religton is running 
rampant, It is rapidly spreading. 1n6 

high priestess is “Sister Roxy’’ Turner;. 
“Elder mother over all the Christian faith 
band.’’ The other negroes speak sneeringly 
of them as ‘“‘those power niggers,’’ and the 
church is Known as the ‘Power’ Church, 
so-called from the belief of the devotees 
that they have the power from on high not 
only to save souls of sinners but also to 
cure the ills of their bodies. Beginning with 
a single band in Lexington, the sect has 
grown until there are about 25 churches in 
central Kentucky alone, and ‘‘Roxy,’’ who 
as mother elder is also missionary general 
for the state, is adding converts daily. 

‘Roxy’ Turner, the ebony priestess of 
this strange sect, is a rather squat, fat, or- 
dinary negro woman, not more than 5 feet 
4 inches in height, weighing nearly 300 
pounds. She does not know her age. ‘‘Roxy”’ 
received no education, or says she received 
none, and claims to have obtained the pow- 
er of reading after she ‘‘saw the face of the 
Lawd and got the power from the Most 
High.’’ 

She lives the life of any other negro wo- 
man of the poor class in Kentucky—the sa- 
loonist, the barber and the race horse negro 
compose the swell set in Kentucky—and un- 
til her duties as missionary for the state 
took her away from home constantly she 
took in washing and aided her husband 
in making the living for the family and 
keeping up the little two-room cottage on 
Race street. 

“I ain’t got no ’membrance, chile, of eg- 
zactly how many faith bands they is in Kin- 
tucky, but thar mus’ be as many as twenty- 
five er thirty, 'cause we is addin’ to ’em 
ev'ry day.

What 
really happened was a quickly subsiding 
outburst of patriotism, followed by a festi- 
val for the Hooligan. In the general joy 
the bonds of propriety were relaxed a lit- 
tle, and the Hooligan took advantage of 
the opportunity to let himself out corre- 
spondingly without being frowned upon by 
bobby. 

When Mafeking was relieved the vast 
crowds that jammed the open space 
tween the Mansion house, the Royal ex- 
change and the Bank of England were 
composed early in the day of law-abiding 
citizens, who were permitted to celebrate 
as much as they pleased.

When the city !tmperial volunteers re- 
turned from the war a few weeks ago, the 
Hooligan went a step further than he had 
ventured to go b-fore. This letter to the 
editor of one of the conservative papers 
soon afterward presents one view of what 
happened: 

Is it not time that all true citizens, that 
all true Christians and that all true En- 
glishmen set their faces steadfastly against 
any more public demonstrations of the kind 
that we have witnessed lately? However 
patriotic and loyal we may feel, and how- 
ever much we may desire to welcome our 
gallant soldiers home in a fitting manner 
yet it is imperative that such scenes as 
were witnessed on ‘‘Mafeking day’’ and on 
Monday afternoon and evening last be not 
repeated. On Monday it was almost impos- 
sible for a lady or any respectable woman 
to be in the crowd in certains parts of the 
city without being openly insulted; and la- 
ter in the afternoon and evening such aw- 
ful sights and scenes took place that no 
one but actual eve-witnesses would be- 
lieve such things possible in this so-called 
“Christian country.’’ The police, although 
they did their best, were almost powerless 
to cope with the immense crowds, and 
“ruffianism”™ had a free hand. Drunken- 
ness, {mmorality and indecency of every 
kind; theft, Hooliganism and crime—these 
aro at present the chief results of a day 
devoted to a ‘‘welcome or demonstration.’”’ 

It seems to an impartial observer that 
the writer of that letter drew it .rather 
strong, but there could be lIttle doubt 
about the fact that the dense crowds that 
took possession of Pall Mall and the Strand 
after the little parade was over, and had

everything their own way until 2 o'clock 
the next morning, were largely tinctured 
with a sinister element that was busily 
taking note of the powerlessness of the po- 
lice. 

In the daytime a force of 27,000 militia 
and police had been wholly unable to keep 
the crowds in check, and the homecoming 
Volunteers, Instead of marching proudly 
duwn the streets, had to struggle in 
Single file through a squirming, panting, 
suffering mass of humanity. At night ev- 
ery police officer In the carnival was tickled 
under the chin with a peacock feather by 
at least one person in every W that passed 
him. He saw every girl who chose to walk 
in the street hugged, kissed and pulled 
about by every young man who could get 
within reach of her. If her escort object- 
ed, so much the worse for him. The offi- 
cer himself was considerably elbowed at 
times, and got many a furtive poke in the 
ribs and many a tap on the helmet. It was 
great fun for everybody, but most of all 
to the Hooligan, who was summing up the 
result of his experiments with the police 
in some such words as these: ‘E ain't 
nawthin* to be a-skeered of no more." If, 
when Lord Roberts returns to England ea 
few weeks hence, he is paraded in the 
streets instead of being permitted to slip 
in quietly as Gen. Buller did, we may have 
a demonstration of the result of the Hooil- 
gan's deduction. A few more opportunti- 
ties of this sort, a little more incentive to 
mischief, a few daring loafers and Lon- 
don has all the material for a recurrence of 
the scenes Dickens has depicted so vivid- 
ly in “Barnaby Rudge.” 

The Hooligan, as he has now come to be 
detined, is not simply a young ruffian. He 
is not a professional bad man, he is not 
even a loafer, and after he has reached the 
age of 22 or 23 it not unfrequently hap- 
pens that he joins the army and becomes 
a tirstrate soldier or settles down into a 
moderately sober workman who has lived 
so rapidly between 15 and 20 that he is 
middle-aged at 25. His most distinctive 
feature is that he belongs to a gang with 
headquarters in some beer divé. He earns 
money enough to buy his share of the 
drinks, to pay his share of the fines of 
members of the gang who get arrested, 
and usually to have a girl. He lives, after 
a fashion, with his parents. He rarely 
smokes a pipe like his more law-abiding 
brethren, but nearly always has a ciga- 
rette in his mouth. His costume has dis- 
tinctive features, the muffler and cap al- 
ready mentioned, a leather belt in lieu of 
braces, and trousers tight at the knee and 
broad at the ankle. He dearly loves a good 
fight, and goes up a step in the scale of 
his society when he has served a turn in 
prison. He prowls about at night in com- 
pantes of four or five, looking for a@ scrap 
with rival gangs, for women that he can 
frighten or perhaps molest or for lonely 
wayvfarers whom he can torment ang per- 
haps rob. Such attacks have grown in fre- 
quency of late, 
general alarm. 

Probably there is no class of men in Lon- 
don thrown more closely tn touch with the 
lower classes than the churchmen of the

knows poverty in its bitterest phase bet-
